The Semi-annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this morning at 
10:30 o'clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Glover, the 
other members present being Messrs. LaGorce, Fleming, Flannery, 

Long and Hamilton. The Secretary, Assistant Treasurer and Assistant 
Secretary were also present. 

Upon motion duly seconded, the following resolution was 

adopted: 

RESOLVED : That inasmuch as the copies of the minutes of 
the Regular Ouarterly meeting held on 1? April 1953 were mailed to 
the members of the Board, and as no corrections or changes have been 
suggested, they be approved without being read. 

The Secretary then read excerpts from the minutes of the 
first meeting of The Council for the information of the Board, The 
minutes were ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary reported that Mr. Glover entertained The 
Council at a very fine luncheon on April 27th. 

Galley proofs of the 1952 Annual Report were presented, but 
no action was taken. 

The Treasurer of the Gallery, it was reported, has notified 
several of the leading real estate agencies in Washington that space 
in the Gallery building is available for rental. This action met with 
the hearty approval of the Board and it was urged that every effort be 
made to secure a tenant other than the Government with the least possible 
delay. 

The Secretary reported that no donation has been received from 
the Red Cross, nor any decision taken as to the renovation costs. 

The Director was asked to review the By-laws of the Gallery and 
to make suggestions for improvin their organization before submission to 
the Gallery's counsel for further review and critical examination prior to 
reprinting. 

Mr. Roberts, in the absence of the Treasurer, then presented 
the Treasurer's^ latter of Transmittal, which was accepted with the grate¬ 
ful thanks of the Board. He also reported the receipt of the semi-annual 
Report of the Treasurer which is customarily submitted to the auditors. 
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The Secretary presented the report of F. W. LaFrentz & Co., 
covering the examination of the Treasurer's Report for the year ended 
December 31, 1952. This report confirmed the Treasurer's Report and 
it was ordered received and placed on file. 

Mr. Roberts then presented the report on the Operation of 
the Budget which indica ed that, in general, expenses were in line with 
the Budget as of 31 May. 

The Secretary then presented a report on the Operation of the 
Art School and Store of the school year 1952-1953. For the second con¬ 
secutive year, it showed a loss (Sl,ii8l.i|0) even after the profit on 
the operation of the store was deducted. Some discussion ensued on the 
possible need for reducing expenditures. The Director, Assistant Treas¬ 
urer, and Principal xjere asked to keep close track on fall enrollment and 
to submit recommendations at the October meeting if a decline in revenue 
is noted. 

The Secretary reported that the final cost of the 23rd Biennial 
Exhibition was 511.80 and that there are now reserves in the two Clark 
Biennial Endowment Funds of more than $5,800. Thus, the deficit result¬ 
ing from the 22nd Biennial Exhibition was made up and a sufficient re¬ 
serve has been built up to assure the continuation of the series. 

A discussion of Mr. Bachrach's letter on the Biennial Exhibition 
then ensued. The Secretary read the letter prepared by Mr. Hamilton for 
Mr. Glover's signature, which with one small change, was approved. 

The Secretary then read excerpts from the report of the Commit¬ 
tee on Works of Art which was approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary then reported the receipt of the opinion of Mr. 
Hamilton respectin the William A. Clark prize awards; namely, that no 
change in present practice could be made without a violation of the 
trust. Co nsel's opinion is incorporated in the Report of the Committee 
on Works of Art and his letter is filed. 

The following resolutions, after due consideration, were then 
duly moved and adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the drypoint. Nude Woman Lying Down Turned to 
the Right , by Auguste Renoir offered as an unrestricted gift by Keith 
Merrill, he and the same is hereby accepted with the grateful thanks of 
the Board. 


RESOLVED : That the etching. On the Beach , by Anders 
Zorn offered as an unrestricted gift by Keith Merrill, be and the same is 
hereby accepted with the grateful thanks of the hoard. 

RES0L~ r 5D: That the offer of the unrestricted gift of the paint¬ 
ing, Colibri, by Rudolph von Huhn, be and the same is hereby accepted with 
the grateful thanks of the Board. 
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RESOLVED! That the water color entitled. The Water Front , 
by Eugen Weisz offered as an unrestricted gift by friends of the artist 
be and the same is hereby accepted with the grateful thanks of the Board. 

RESOLVED: That the informal offer of the gift of an oil 
portrait of Walter G. Ross by the Spanish artist, Francisco Nunez 
Losada, made through Keith Merrill, e and the sane is hereby declined. 

The Chairman then brought up The Portrait of a Lady by Marc 
Nattier lent by Mrs. Joseph E. Davies and mentioned the probability 
that it might be offered as a gift later in the year. The Director 
was requested to write Mrs. Davies expressing appreciation for the 
loan and indicating that should she decide to offer it to the Gallery 
as an unrestricted gift, it would be most gratefully accepted by the 
Board. 

The Secretary reported that enrollment in the Summer School 
had decreased by 9 as compared with the same period in 1952. 

The Director then reported the names of the Jurors selected 
to judge the 8th Annual Area Exhibition for the information of the 
Board, vizi Nicolai Cikovsky, George Grosz, Seymour Lipton, Paul 
Gardner. 

RESOLVED: That in view of the cost, and present small volume 
of sales at the information desk, the excellent suggestion of Katherine 
McCook Knox that a clladdar of 195U be published, be and the same is 
not favorably considered at this time. 

No action was taken on the consideration of printing addition¬ 
al post cards and Christmas cards. 

The Secretary reported that the Greek Government has not not¬ 
ified us as to its decision as to the Contemporary Greek Painting Exhibi¬ 
tion, 

RESOLVED: That the exhibition. Th e Printmaker 1 s America , organ¬ 
ized by the American Federation of Arts for the State Department, be 
scheduled for October 1953, in the atrium. 

RESOLVED: That the Director be and is hereby authorized to ap¬ 
proach Marjorie Phillips with the suggestion that we hold a one-man show 
of her work in the 195U-55 season. 

RESOLVED: THAt the Gallery grant the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
the right to reproduce for its Metropolitan Miniatures our paintings 
Yeats at Petipas by John Sloan and La ndscape with Figures by Maurice 
Prendergast in return for a reproduction fee of $100 each. 

RESOLVED: That the request of the Art Institute of Chicago for 
the loan of Sargent's, Oyster Gatherers at Cancale , be and is hereby ap¬ 
proved subject to the usual conditions. 

The Board then declined to purchase the painting. View on the 
Delaware near Philadelphia by Thomas Birch for §3,000 and the exchange 
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The Director reported that Harold Burdett, who was forced to 
resign because of ill health, is now a part-time relief watchman and 
that this arrangement satisfactorily accomplished our desire to assifet 
him financially. 

RESOLVED } That the request of the Women's Committee of 
the National Symphony Orchestra to hold a tea for its membership in 
the Gallery be and the same is hereby authorized; the customary re¬ 
quirement that a group membership be taken out is in this case waived 
and the reouirement that the Women's Committee furnish the Gallery 
with some substitute for the same, adopted by the Board at its meetin; 
held on June 17, 1952, be and is hereby revoked. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 1:00 P.M.

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The first meeting of The Council was held at 12:30 p. m. Monday, 

April 27th, 1953 in the Salon of the Clark Collection of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art. 

The meeting was called to order by the Chairman, Mr. Glover. The other 
members present were Mrs. Joseph E. Davies, Mrs. David E. Finley, Mrs. McCook Knox, 
Keith Merrill, Mrs. Harlan F. Stone, Charles H. Tompkins and Orme Wilson. The 
Director and the Assistant Director were also present. The two absent members 
were Mrs. Robert Woods Bliss who was ill, and Mrs. Corcoran Thom who was in Europe. 

The Chairman appointed Mrs. McCook Knox to be Secretary to The Council. 

The Chairman briefly stated the purposes of The Council which are to 
help the Board by studying matters referred to it by the Board and making reports 
thereon, and also to submit to the Board independently developed suggestions for 
the advancement of the Gallery in any particular. There are certain specific 
matters which The Council should take under consideration such as how the Gallery 
can improve its collections by making better acquisitions (especially in connec¬ 
tion with gifts and bequests) and what can be done t© broaden the base of its 
financial support. Important consideration should be given tothe study of the 
Gallery* s present and future relationship to other museums in Washington 
with subsequent recommendations as to what its role should be so that it may be¬ 
come an even more effective instrument in the betterment of the cultural atmos¬ 
phere of Washington. 

The Director informally outlined the sources of income of the Gallery. 

He stated the inadequacy of the income in connection with upkeep and maintenance 
as well as with respect to the purchase of works of art. The Director touched on 
certain features which he considered desirable and which might prove to be future 
assets to the Gallery—such as the creation of an attractive garden suitable for 
the display of sculpture, and the need for a fine concert grand piano to be used 
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at the concerts. 

The Director mentioned that the important position of Curator of American 
Art is unfilled and has been for over a year. 

He also stated that a part time librarian would be a most desirable 
addition to the staff. 

When luncheon was over the Chairman suggested that a tour of the 
Gallery be made. The tour elicited the sincere and varied enthusiasms of The 
Council members, and brought forth interesting opinions for improvement as well as 
praise of certain innovations. 

There being no further business the meeting adjourned at 3 o' clock. 

In the name of the entire Council the Secretary expresses the heartiest 
thanks to Mr. Glover for his perfect hospitality on their day of initiation^ 

The Secretary asks forgiveness of Mr. Glover if she (just this one time) 
oversteps the line of mere dutiful recording. She wishes to call to memory the 
gay and charming atmosphere of the French room with its mirrors reflecting the green 
trees, blue sky and shining white marble of the buildings beyond the way. She wishes 
to again recall the Spring sweetness of the lilacs and peonies in the center of the 
long white-covered table, the delicious and well chosen foods and above all the 
congenial company with high purpose in mind but happiness in heart and manner be¬ 
cause of the atmosphere created for them by their chairman at a meeting, which 
handled otherwise, might well have bordered on puzzlement and worry.

With respect to funds awaiting investment, totaling $151,160.86 as of May 31, 

I wish to advise that by June 8, this amount had been increased to $192,302.1*9. This 
large accumulation of funds resulted from the payment at par of $82,500 U. S. Treasury 2 
Bonds, Series "G", and by the repayment of an extraordinary amount of real estate notes. 

Since June 8, we have purchased real estate notes in the amount of $7U,955.l5, 
and the Finance and Investment Committee approved the purchase of certain common stocks, 
which were recommended by the Trust Department of The Riggs National Bank. The stocks 
purchased amounted to $92,976.86 and, therefore, the funds awaiting investment have been 
reduced to less than $25,000 and we now have an $11,000 real estate note on order.

In connection with these reinvestments, particularly the reinvestment of 
*82,500 U. S. Treasury Series "G" Bonds, the Gallery will enjoy an increased income of over 
2% above the security formerly held. Our holdings of preferred stocks, all in the Endowment 
Fund, having a book value of $361,154.10, had a market value as of May 31 ° f $306,031.00, or 
a depreciation in market value under book of 155,123*10, as compared with -3>36,609.-2 as of 
December 31, 1952* 


The Trustees are well aware of the recent stiffening of interest rates, and this 
has caused the decline in market value of all fixed income-producing securities. However, our 
reserve for decline in value of preferred stocks continues to increase, amounting at present 
to $18,481.17. Our holdings of common stocks, having a book value of $296,107*06, had a 
market value on May 31 of $352,150*00, an appreciation of $56,042*94* 

The securities mentioned above-were purchased subsequently to May 31, 1953* There¬ 
fore, actually, during the period covered by this report, there were no purchases of securities 
and no actual sales, the only change in our portfolio being the redemption of the $82,500 
U. S. Treasury 2%% Series "G" Bonds. 


With the exception of a few minor delinquencies in monthly payment notes, on 
May 31, there were only two real estate notes in arrears for as much as two months as to 
principal or interest, namely:

(This was part of a total losn of $28,500, which was liquidated 
in full on June 2.) 

It is with the deepest regret that I am unable to be with you at your meeting 
today. However, it is necessary for me to be out of town. Mr. Roberts, who will make 
this report, as you well know is completely conversant with the affairs of the Gallery, and 
I am sure that he will be glad to answer any questions you may desire to ask him. 
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Mr. Roberts will also discuss with you gentlemen the operation of the budget 
during the first five months of 1953* You will note that operating expenses exceeded 
income by $6,6ij6.ii8. This amount should be decreased by the sum of the tuitions in the 
Art School, which total $5*350*80.. 

At this time I would like to remind you of the urgent necessity of making 
proper settlement with the Red Cross concerning the use of that portion of the building 
which they occupy. In the years to come, in spite of our increased investment income, 
due to our change in investment policy and stiffening of interest rates, an added drain 
will be placed on the finances of the Gallery, unless additional income can be realized 
through the rental of that portion of the Gallery formerly occupied by the Red Cross.

PUBLICITY REPORT 


A very great amount of publicity was given the NSAL Art 
Fair, for which the Society was entirely responsible. To a lesser 
degree, the Gallery received a good deal of indirect attention in 
the press in connection with the Biennial Architectural Awards 
sponsored by the Washington Board of Trade. Other publicity con¬ 
cerned the formation of The Council, the Children's Concert given 
by the National Gallery Orchestra under the direction of Richard 
Bales, the Monday closing, and the opening of the retrospective 
exhibition of Richard Lahey's work, which has been reviewed exten¬ 
sively by all the local newspaper's art critics, including the 
Baltimore Sun. 









Meanwhile, publicity on the 23rd Biennial Exhibition continued, 
appearing throughout the nation, and locally, on the editorial page or 
letters-to-the-editor column with surprising frequency and vigor. 


THE STUDIO 


During the quarter, Major George C. Bales painted/portrait 
of Lt. General W. E. Kepner (retired) and a posthumous portrait of Gen¬ 
eral Muir S. Fairchild. 


CONSERVATION 


Time owed the Gallery at the commencement of this period - 
12 days. These were spent in work on the following paintings, James 
Frothingham, Mrs. John Pedrick , John Hesselius, Portrait of John Bolton ; 
Alfred Parsons, Bredon-on-Avon ; Unidentified artist. The Huidekoper 
Children ; Sanford R. Gifford, Ruins of the Parthenon ; James Peale, 
Portrait of a Gentleman . 

Five days time was spent in writing an article for the Cor¬ 
coran Bulletin series entitled Reclamation of Two Paintings . Time still 
owed the Gallery as of June 1st, 1953 - six days. 


THE ART SCHOOL 


There were 31h students enrolled in the Art School on April 10, 
1953, as compared with 35h enrolled on April 2, 1952, showing a decrease 
of h0 students. 

There were l6h students in the Saturday morning classes in 
April 1952, and this year the enrollment is 17h, and an increase of 10. 

Due to a serious operation, Eugen Weisz was forced to be absent 
the last few weeks of school, but he hopes to be able to gont|n^.e^s^ne 
of the teaching of the summer class.

GIFTS TO ART SCHOOL 


The following individuals and organizations gave funds for prize 
awards to the Art School: 
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COUNSEL'S OPINION RE: BIENNIAL CASH PRIZE AWARDS 


"The Agreement is very definite that the income from the 
principal is to be used in awarding prizes to American 
artists; that the total amount to be divided as prizes 
shall be at least $5*000.00, and the proportions set out, 
and it is directed that the awards shall be made pursuant 
to the plan and rules that had then been adopted by the 
Gallery in awarding prizes known as the William A. Clark 
Prize Awards. 

"While the Gallery may have some discretion, I do not be¬ 
lieve that it would have the right to change in any material 
way the prizes. An agreement could be entered into with the 
artist to the effect that any prize money received should be 
applied to a purchase price, but this would be a deviation 
from the terms of the Agreement and, therefore, a violation 
of the trust."

Gentlemen: 


The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit 
the following quarterly report covering the period 1 April 1953 
through 31 May 1953. 

During the month of April two exhibitions were installed 
Paintings of Richard Lahey and the National Society of Arts and 
Letters Art Fair . Screens were made for the windows of the basement 
aoartment, the thermostat and heat regulating mechanism was over¬ 
hauled; tie elevators were inspected and passed by the District in¬ 
spectors. 


In May, the 23rd Biennial Exhibition was dismantled and 
the paintings returned. The room allocated to the Institute of Con¬ 
temporary Arts was changed to gallery ill. The American prints were 
re-hung in the two corner galleries 39 and iiO. In gallery ii3 (for¬ 
merly occupied by the Institute) an exhibition of work by the Summer 
School instructors, featuring the gouaches of Joseph de Martini, was 
installed. The Members' Room will now be re-located in gallery ii3. 

Twenty-six hand tinted lithographs by Joseph Nash (The Man¬ 
sions of England) were matted and framed. Thirty drawings made by the 
Junior League Saturday Morning classes were matted and covered with 
cellophane for a travelling exhibition. 

The doorway recess on the northwest balcony side of gallery 62 
was filled in to provide hanging space. Twenty large and thirteen small 
size reproductions were framed for sale at the information desk. The 
floor by Mr. Robert's desk having become badly worn, was taken up and 
new flooring laid. Six art school easels were repaired. 

Eight pedfcstals were painted and then sculpture was installed 
on the second floor balcony area. A large carved wooden eagle lent by 
the Davenport Museum was hung from the ceiling. A shelf was construc¬ 
ted in the Art School for storage of still life material, the windows 
on the first floor of the building were washed, and the fire extin¬ 
guishers refilled. 

At the date of this report, neither the hedge in front of 
the building nor the vines on the walls of the Art School have been re- 









moved. The American Disinfectant Company is still providing a 
regular semi-monthly inspection and treatment for the control of 
rats and mice in the Gallery and Art School. It is believed that 
a suitable replacement for Harold Bucdett has been found in A person 
of Peter Tierney. Commencing with June 1st the Gallery will remain 
closed to the public all day on Mondays.
